Referring to claims 1-11, the prior art searched and of record neither anticipates 
nor suggests in the claimed combinations, reconstructing an image from its halftone 
version based on the dither matrix used to generate the halftone version by determining 
a bounding region for each pixel location and color value based on the the dither matrix; 
applying a low-pass filter to the halftone version to determine the reconstructed color 
value for each pixel, and for each pixel, determining whether its value for that color is to 
be used in an averaging process based on the distance between the bounding region of 
that pixel and neighborhood pixels' bounding regions.
